A German State 
Convened. 


Council 
Declaration of 
His Foreign Policy. | 


A Lovely Prospect of Peace at Honie 
and Abroad. 


A British Consul in thé Interior of 
Africa - Brazil's New Govern~-_ 
ment Running Smoothly- 
General Notes.

BERLIN, Jan. 4. — (Copyright, 1889, by 
the New York Associated Press.) A state 
council is convened for Wednesday next. 
Bismarck, though still suffering from a re- 
currence of neuralgia, is certain. to be pres- 
ent, ‘The reassembling of the Reichstag 
| for its Jast eventful days before its dissolu- 
tion and the reopening of the Landtag com- 
pels this general ministerial meeting. ‘The 
leading questions before the Reichstag will 
be an increase of the military credits and 
the Socialist Bill. Bismarck’s long-ex- 
pected declaration of his foreign policy will 
probably be made during the debate on the 
military credits. The attitude of the gov- 
ernment on the Socialist Bill is inflexible. 
The year opens with universal peace. A 
chorus of the national zeitung declaring 
external tranquility is guaranteed, while 


the internal tranquility depends en- 
tirely on the character of § the 
next Keichstag. Yet despite this 
lovely prospect ef peace abroad and 


at home upon defined conditions, the 
foreign office itself was never so pervaded 
by a sense of the insecurity of the triple 
liance. Bismarck’s refusal to support 
Austria’s policy in Bulgaria is the great 
source of irritation and suspicion, and 
Crispi’s persistent intriguing for the cession 
of Triente is another. he progress of 
negotiations for the meeting of Emperor 
William and the Czar on the Polish fron- 
tier in April, intensifies official anxiety and 
watchfulness in Austria. In diplomatic cir- 
cles there is a lively discussion over the pros- 
tof the renewal of German entente with 
ussia, as Bismarck continues to find the 
want of homogenity in the Austrian em- 
pire andthe growing discord between its 
various nationalities an. obstacle to good 
politics, and sees how ereéatly these reduce 
the value of the Austrian alliance, It is 
said he contemplates a radical change of 
base in his policy. The a ae of his 
theory of bringing all the German-speaking 
people under the German flag would be at 
the expense of Austria and Russia, but for 
Russia there would be compensation. The

Bonebrake to deposit $72 
each, the jury fees and cost amounting 
to $142. This was done by counsel, and 
the verdict was recorded. ‘Twenty 
days’ stay of execution was granted for 
the preparation of a motion for a new 
trial, and the jury was discharged. | 
It was a matter of some curiosity as 
to how the jury arrived at its estimats 
of the damage found by it, and a 
TIMEs reporter succeeded in discover- 
ing some interesting facts anda docu- 
ment which throws some light upon 
the methods followed inside the jury- 
room. 
First it was learned that the jury 
were not by any means unanimous at 
first upon giving a verdict for the plain- 
tiff, standing six for the plaintiif and 
six for the defendants. -Ihere was 
quite a lengthy discussion of the case 
and the evidence, and it developed 
more and more that the jurorg were in 
favor of averdict against F. C. Howes, 
but did not believe that Maj. LBone- 
brake should be included in that ver- 
dict. It was finally agreed that a ver- 
cictfor damages should be rendered 
against Mr. Howes, and then the ques- 
tion of fixing the amount proved a 
formidable problem. Nearly every 
juror had a different opinion about the 
matter, and it louked asif there would 
never be aun amount which would suit

[SLASHED HIS THROAT. 


A’ TRAGEDY IN A LODGING 
HOUSE. 


Clarke Gardiner Attempts to Take 
His Own Life in the Montrose 
Building—A Doctor. Appears in 
Time to Save His Life. Oe 


Last evening about 6 o’clock a prob- 
ably successful attempt at suicide oc- 
curred at the Montrose lodging-house, 
at the corner of Main and Fourth 
streets, the victim being Clarke Gar- 
diner, an invalid from Chicago, aged 
about 40 years. Last Thursday morn- 
ing a-young German called at the Mon- 
trose to look at some rooms, saying 
that he would probably want them for 
some time, ashe was iu charge of an 
invalid from Chicago who had come to 
Los Angeles for his health, and would 
be here for the remainder of the'win- 
ter. The gentleman’s name, he said, 
was Gardiner, whose~ health had been 
impaired by overwork, and, while he was 
not at all dangerous, he intimated that 
his mind was somewhat unsettled. 
The young man was shown through 


the main hall, which he said would 
suit. A week’s rent was paid in ad- 
vance, and that same afternoon Gar- 
diner and his companion moved in and 
took possession. Gardiner appeared 
to be in very delicate heaitb, and 
remained in his room most of .the 
time. -Sometimes he would go to 
his meals, but generally they were 
served in his room. His companion 
remained with him almost constantly, 
seldom letting him out of his sight. 
Friday the young man, in conversation 
with the housekeeper, remarked that 
Gardiner appeared to be getting better, . 
and that the placeseemed to agree witb 
him, butdid not seem disposed to say 
much about him. Yesterday Gardiner 
and his companion were confined to 
the house during the day by the bad 
weather, and Gardiner did not leave 
his room.’ About 6 o’clock the com- 
panion left the room for a few minutes, 
and'when he returned was horrified to 
see Gardiner lying on the bed covered 
with blood, which was spouting from 
an ugly gash in his throat. A small 
safety razor lying by his side, and cov- 
ered with blood, showed how the deed 
had beendone. The man rushed from 
the room for aid, when he returned 
and tried to stop the flow of blood. In 
making the cut Gardiner just missed 
the jugular, but severed one or two 
small veins, and for a time it was 
thought that he would bleed to death 
before medical assistance could be se- —- 
cured. Messengers were at once sent 
for physicians and the housekeeper 
went across the street to the Westmin- 
ster, where she fortunately found Dr. 
K. D. Wise, who responded promptly 
tothe summons. (Gardiner had almost : 
bled to death before the doctor arrived, . 
but by prompt measures the hemor- 
rhage was arrested before it was too 
late and the wound properly dressed, « 
and when the doctor left he said that 
if blood poisoning did not set in the 
man had a chance for bis life.

LOTTERY PEDDLERS. 


A List of Persons Who Break the 
Law Daily—How the Business Is 
Carricd on—The Chief Instructed 
to Enforce the Law, 


The crusade on the Chinese lottery 
dealers has commenced in earnest, and 


the police have received instructions 
to arrest every one caught violating 


the law. Yesterday morning a China- 

man named Lon Yeck was caught by 

Officer Sheets on San Pedro street. sell- 
ing tickets, and was promptly taken 

in and lodged in the police strtion. 

An hour or two later Detective Wallin 

took in Quong Sing und Quong Yek,. 
who have been running a lottery shop 

in the back room of the Louvre 

saloon, near the corner of First and 

Main streets, and they were also locked 

up. During the afternoon all of the. 
Chinamen were brought before Judge 
Owens. who fixed their bail at $50 cash 

or @ bond of $150, and the cases were 

continued to January 6th. 

At 2 o’clock the special committee of 
the Police Commission, to which was 
referred the lottery question, met in 
the office of the Chief of Police. Com- 
missioners Lewis and Dexter were 
promptly on hand, but’ Commissioner 


_ Collins did not putin an appearance.

missioners. 


Commissioner Knox, however, dropped 
around by chance, and by request of 
the other members he acted as secre- 
tary of the meeting. Detective Wallin, 
who hag been investigating the lottery 
subject, was busy in Judge Owens’s 
court at the time with the cases of a 
couple of Chinamen that he had ar- 
rested at the Louvre saloon, and while 
waiting for that officer Chief Giass 
stated that Officer Goudman had ar- 
rested two Chinamen on First street 
during the morning. 

Commissioner Dexter asked the Chief 
if the saloon-keepers were taking the 
Chinese lottery games into their places 
for the purpose of increasing their rev- 
nue. 

The Chief stated that such appeared 

be the case. In addition tothe 
Louvre and other places where the 
Chinése had offices, he had been waited 
upon by Paul Navarro, who keeps a 
saloon at the corner of Waters and 
Upper Main streets, who told him that 
he had rented a part of his placetoa 
Chinaman as a lottery shop. The 
Chief said that he had told Navarro 
that if be did this he should certainly 


__ Bee that his license was revoked by the 


commissioners at the next meeting, 
‘whereupon Navarro said that he would 
at once go down and oust. the China- 
man. He would further say that the

At this point Detective Wallin, who 
had been sent for, arrived, and his ex- 
amination was at once proceeded witb. 
In answer to questions, Wallin said 
that, pursuant to instructions from the 
Chief, he had investigated the growth 
of the lottery business in the city. He 
had visited the Louvre saloon on the 
80th and 3lst of December, and iu the 
back room had found a Chinaman sell- 
lug lottery tickets. He had been so- 
licited to buy tickets, and purchased 
two, which he exhibited to the com-

places where lottery tickets were sold, 
he bad been 


any other saloons. He mentioned the 
case of No.5 Aliso street, which he 
had visited Thursday night and there 
saw five boys, ranging trom 12 to 16 
years of age, purchasing tickets. He 
did not arrest the Chinaman who was 
selling the tickets, as he was engaged 
oe other business and did not have 
me. 

Commissioner Lewis asked Wallin 
whether any Louisiana lottery tickets 
were being sold in the city, to which 
the officer replied that there were lots 
of them, and in answer to the ‘further 
question .as.to whether he knew any of 
the dealers, he proceeded to give a list 
of them. Among others who sold: 
Louisiana lottery tickets, he men- 
tioned Max Harris, who has an office 
in the Lanfranco block; the cigar store 
atthe corner of Market and Spring 
streets, Gunst’s cigar store, under the 
Nadeau; Young’s cigar store, in the 
Hollenbeck and-.Bryson-Bonebrake 
block; Greenwald’s cigar stand, at the 
corner of Temple and Spring streets, 
and Mrs. Ferner’s pawnshop, on Com- 
mercial street, just off Main.

THE TRUE SOLUTION OF THE 
RACE PROBLEM. 


_Itis urged by one of our contempo- 
raries that a good way to dispose of the 
race problem, which so troubles the: 
South, would be to secure territory in 
Africa, the land whence the progen- 
itors of the colored race sprang, and 
there to colonize the negro, whois 
such a disturbing element in the 
midst of our southern white brethren. 
But what right have we to urge any 
such proposition? Is not the negroa 
free and sovereign citizen of the 
United States? Is not this his coun-| 
try, his flag, as much as it is 
ours? Was he not. loyal to the 
Union when these same southern 
gentlemen, who dislike his presence 
among them, were doing their utmost 
to destroy it? Shall he be forced by 
the Government, which he helped to 
perpetuate, to leave his home, his 
native land, and go to a foreign wil- 
derness, leaving behind him all the 
advantages of civilization, establish 
for himself a new republic, with the 
disadvantage of being surrounded on* 


and all, forsooth, because his former 
southern masters, who were false when 
he was true and loyal, dislike his pres- 
ence among them as a sovereign citi- 
zen? 
Why cannot it bo urged with equal 
propriety that if these haughty South- 
erhers object to the presence of the 
colored man, and to his participation 
in the Government for which, whet as- 
sailed by their treason, he stood ready 
to spill his blood, that they be trans- 
ferred to some other country, to Eng- 
land or to France, or to whatever land 
their: fathers came from, where they 
might be eolonized? ; 
The source of this bitter race hatred. 
is a purely political one. As the black 
man becomes an educated and inde- 
pendent thinker, he recognizes and he 
will dare maintain his right of sover- 


eign citizenship. 
to sol the race. problem’ 


on philanthropic principles,” and the 
right way is to redeem the solemn 
pledges made by this Government 
when it accorded to him all the rights 
and privileges of citizenship under the 
flag for which he fought. Grant him 
these, and race antagonism will soon 
die out. The educated black man isa 
good citizen, although intellectually 
the race is not yet what it will be after 
a longer experience of freedum. We 
cannot wipe out in a generation all the 
degenerating and demoralizing effects 
of the centuries of slavery, for which 
the South is responsible. But we 
can fulfill our pledges to him, and help 
him to become fit for self-government, 
and it will be forever a reproach to us 
if this is not done. The work of re- 
construction wiil not be complete until 
every citizen of this Republic, be he 
white or black, is “free to enjoy life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness,” 
whatever his party affiliations or his 
political creed. 


THE DEMOCRACY AND BALLOT 
REFORM. 


Abbot Kinney has issued an address 
“to the Democrats of California,” in 
which he favors the adoption of the 
Australian system of voting, the main 
benefits of which he characterizes as 
follows: 


1, The necessity of party political assess- 
ments and campaign fu isjargely done 
away With ° 
2. The citizens become independent of 
political party machinery so that corrupt 
collusion between bosses of different par- 
ties to secure nominations for some special 
office that they wish to control may be neu- 
tralized by a citizen nomination, 

Such nomination outside of the regular 
party line is now almost useless on account 
of the great expense of the private mia- 
chinery, ballot-holders, _baliot-printing, 
heelers, inspectors, etc., required in-a gen- 
eral election. 

3. ‘That no boss or ballot corrupter can 
have any security that the ballots he buys, 
or the trades he makes or the voters he 
herds up will do- what he pays for, conse- | 
quently the temptation to employ such 
bribers and bosses will be diminished and 
their own individual efforts will be lessened 
in results, 


Mr. Kinney urges Democrats to take 
up this plan for electoral’ reform as a 
party measure, and as the first step in 
u campaign to wipe out the degrada- 
tion of our politics. We fear greatly 
that he will not meet with a very en- 
thusiastic Democratic response to his 
appeal, although we shall be pleased 
to find that we are mistaken,

FROM THE FAR WEST TO THE 
SMOKY METROPOLIS. 


A ‘Running Commentary Upon the 
Glimpses of Country—In the Mo- 
hawk Valley—Pansies in Decem- 
ber—Down the Hudson, and Goth- 


am at Last. 


Ne EW York, Dec. 15. {Special Cor- 
- respondence of Tue Times.| From 
the silent, sparsely-settled Alaskan 
wilderness to this noisy, smoky me- 
tropolis, with its swarming multitudes, 
is indeed achange. But we tcok the 
journey by easy stages, pausing often 
by the way. -We sawtke drouth-smit- 
ten Montana stock ranges and the 
barren wheat fields of Western Dakota, 
and reached Minneapolis just at the 
close of the Exposition, which they 
told is had been a pecuniary failure, 
Here we had occasion to stop for some 
days, and the exceeding duilness of 
business was quite manifest. ‘rhe 
streets presented a lively appearance, 
doubtless owing somewhat to'the Ex- 
position, but we visited many of the 
large mercantile establishments, and 
in all it Was the same—few customers 
and idle clerks on every side. In the 
southwest corner of Minnesota, where 
‘we tarried next, and which is entirely 
an agricultural section, where the vast, 
billowy prairies stretch out on every 
side to the horizon, broken here and 
there by. timiber claims, where the 
stunted trees seein to be getting- the 
worst of the struggle with cold, wind 
and prairie-fires. Hard times and drouth 
were siill the prevailing themes. For 
a@ year past very little rain has fallen 
in that section, and for several seasons 
the crops have been light, owing to} 
lack of sufficient moisture. Ordiuarily 
these broad prairies are covered with 
- luxuriant wild grass and quantities of 
the hay cut and cured without money 
and without price, but this year the 
farmers were. cutting grass not six 
inches high, and many were forced to 
sell off their hardly accumulated stuck 
for luck of feed. 

In lowa we found a region of bounti- 
ful harvests. The rain had fallen 
bounteously; pasturage had been good: 
they had hay stored for the winter 
and the ‘early frost,” which is the 
Iowa farmers’ bugbear from seedtime 
till harvest, had. spared the corn. 
Here, where one should look for con- 
tent and good times, was the same 
story. Corn and hay were abundant, 
but brought too lowa price to be profit- 
able. The farms were overrun with 
stock, tor which there was no demand. 
Fat beef cattle were selling for 14 
cents, live weight. Much attention 
had been turned of late in that section 

to the breeding of horses, but a good 
Ra would bring but from $60 to $90. 
Farmers who have become discouraged 
and wish to sell find they cannot get 
asmuch per acrefor their land as it 
would have brought some years ago. 
Everythiug, they assured us, was low 
but the taxes,and when these had 
been paid and the wages of the hired 


help, there was very liltle or no. margin 


- of profit for the farmer. 


Ruins, to be worth anything in A land-. 
sCape, need to be very old and complete 
ruins, and the architecture of the old- 
fashioned farm-buildings of New 
York does not readily take on the ele-- 
‘ments of the picturesque. 

The season, so far, has been an o 
one; @ very little snow and a great al 
of rain. Decembet 10th we picked pan- 
sies in the front yard, and the next 
day, owing to heavy rains in the north, 
there was afreshet all along the Mo- 
hawk. On the 18th we made the trip 


from Rome to New York. The whole 


country to Albany was overflowed. 

This is a thickly settled region and the 
big factories numerous. We noticed, 

however, that some of them were idle: 

no smoke issuc® from the great 
chimneys, and the grest rows of 
closed windows looked blank and 
empty. The towns look old; the great 
shade trees along the streets look old 
and a new building is a rarity. We 
saw but two orthree new ones being 
erected along the whole route, but, of 
course, one sees but little froma car- 
window. There seems to be achronic 
antiphathy to paint, and we never saw 
anywhere 80 many weather-beaten 
buildings. The strangest thing was to 
see, every few rods, the sign “Chilton 
Paints, >” in immense letters on the 
blackened clapboards of buildings that 
evidently bad never had a drop of 
paint applied to them since they were 
built. 

At Albany we cross the Hudson and 
follow it down the east bank. The 
river was open, though navigation had 
practically ceased, and one missed the 
life and merriment of summer time. 
To dash at the rate of 50 miles an hour 
through all the scenic beauty of this 
region is butlittle satisfaction, but as 
we whirled along we could live over 
again in imagination the perfect June 
day. when we made the journey by boat 


and had leisure to enjoy its every de-|. 


tail. 


For some distance below Albany, | 


the great icehouses’ are a prominent 
feature in the landscape. The natural 
‘beauty of the river bank has been de- 
faced by the railroad; the docks are 
ugly, and the icehouses would move 
the spirit of Ruskin to remonstrance. 
But rapid transit and ice for the swe 
texing thousands summertime is} 
more than scenery for the few, and 
the humanitarian rejoices at what the 
artist condemns. 

Our old lessons in history and geog- 


raphy seem to be mixed up inextrica-.} 


bly with romance and tale as we ride 
through this enchanting region. Surely 
this 1s the stream that Hendrick Hud- 
son discovered, and those blue, rouuded 
outlines that bound tlie horizon are the 
Catskills, and vp that shadowy cove 
went Rip Vau Winkle to his encounter 
with the:spir.ts of the mountain. Now 
we whizz through Newburgh, where 
Washington hed headquarters; now 
gaze across at West Point, and now 
dash through Tarrytown, where un- 
happy André met his fate. 

At Sing Sing we pass the gloomy 
prison walls, that give tothe town an 
uncanny appearance. The commis- 
sioners are now examining sites prepar- 
atory toremoving the prison to a less 
public and less crowded situation.

GROWTH OF THE PASADENA 


SERVICE, 


The Evolution of the Present Sys- 
tem—During the ‘‘Boom” — $18,- 
000 Taken in During wecaiie A 
Falling of at Present. 


The first Pasadenians carried on 
communication with the outside world 
through the Los Angeles and San 
Gabriel postoffices. A writer of an 
early bistory of this valley says that in 
those days the postmaster and pro- 
prietor of a store at the Mission San 
Gabriel, a wiry little Israelite, read off 
the names of the incoming mail, put 
that intended for two or three large 
ranches into a candle-box, and threw 
the rest down on acounter where any 
straggler might paw it over and pocket 
it at pleasure. 

On the opening of the new year of 
1876, the Postoffice Department made 
Pasadena a postoffice, and Mr. Henry 
T. Hollingsworth a postmaster. He 
located-in a general store on the cor- 
ner of Colorado street and Fair Oaks 
Pavenue, between the two colonies, as 
these colonies, defined by their water 
systems, still exist. The influence of 
the postoffice in establishing thecenter 
of business in new communities has 
never been more apparent than in the 
case of Pasadena. A time comes 
in the growth of cities when 
the location of a postoflice, how- 
ever, is no longer an_ ele- 
ment in the direction of substantial 
commerce. New York, Chicago, San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, and it may 
not be out of place to add Pasadena, 
are conspicuous examples, which come 
readily to mind. | , As — as Pasadena 
was “booming,’ usiness was 
here there like an unruly 

ronco; and it isa matter of memory 
that is fresh, but,not a matter of won- 
der, that the "most desperate struggle 
ever yet entered into on a public ques- 
tion was brought into life when the 
matter of permanent location of our 
postoftice was before the departmen 
for decisicn. When growth stopped, 
however, business settied into channels 
already made, and the whereabouts of 
the postoffice no longer excited the 
public mind or the enemity of men. 

In 1879 Arthur 8. Hollingsworth 
succeeded Henry T., and in turn gave 
way in 1881 to the postmaster who was 
still holding when the boom times set 
in. Mr. Romayne Williams pluckily 
held on tothe bucking and unwieldy 
apimal until 1885, when, at his request, 
and to bis undoubted pleasure, the 
Postmaster-General appointed Mr. A. 
O. Bristol. Mr. Williams felt that he 
had gone through all the experiences 
his amiable nature could stand, includ- 
ing the metropolitan feature of a pust- 
office robbery. During Mr. Williams’s

service which increased in Pasadena 
with the boom as new mining-camp 
offices increase, such as ure still green 
in men’s memories, Denver, Leadville, 
Eureka, Spokane Falls—Mr. Bristol, 
within the narrow compass of a 
sought relief.

x is successor that able Democratic 
financier, Mr. Bayard T. Smith, who 
became the appointee in 1886. But 
again, Mr. Smith was too busy count- 
ing the profits of trans- 
actions, building magnificent houses 
and engineering subdivision, railway 
and canal schemes, to give a fourth- 
class postoffice the attention which its 
growing importance demanded and 
sadly needed. He promptly sought 
relief, but, strange to say, there was 
nobody lying around loose in those 
times who could be persuaded to bear 
the blushing honors which the Pasa- 
dena postoffice sought to pour thick 
upon him. 

Finally, Mr. Smith’s deputy was ap- 
pointed, but he pever qualified, for 
shortly afterward he died. His death, 
however, was not unexpected. He had 
been a sick man for a year, and the 
confinement of the office, with its, 
wotrying duties, unquestionably hast-. 
ened the death of Mr. Frank A. Ox- 
ner. 

At this juncture, July 1, 1887, the 
present incumbent, Willis U. Masters, 
was named, and in July he qualified. 
Realizing something of the needs of 
the office from the reports of his prede- 
cessors, and appreciating that several 
new leaves must be turned over, Mr. 
Masters went at once to Washington, 
whence, after a consultation of several. 
days with the heads of the various de- 
partments, he returned to Pasadena, 
with full assurance that all his de- 
mands for increased clerk hire, for ad- 
ditional floor space,-for fuel and light, 
for a new —ae of boxes and fur- 
-biture would be allowed. 

In spite of the assurances, however, 
s0 slowly do great. departments move, 
that it was the January following be- 
fore any attention whatever was given 
tu the necessities of the office. Follow- 
ing the example of the others—an ex- 
ample so much honored in its observ- 
ance that it has now become 
one of the rules -of- the office— 
this postmaster also realized, unable 
to “stand the racket’ longer: put, 
upon the coming into oflice of 
Dickinson as Postmaster-General, 
reports reaching Washington that the 
citizens themselves were providing 
funds to run their office here, and, 
further, upon the recommendation of 
a Postoffice Inspector and the Superin- 
tendent of Railway ‘Mail Service, an 
allowance was finally made entirely 
adequate to the needs of the office. 

About this time came the struggle 
for the location of the new postoflice. 
Bids for at least six locations, all of 
them suitable, were sent to Washing- 
ton. One.of these was the old post- 
office site, another on Kansas and De- 
lacy streets, another on. Kansas and 
Fair Oaks, another. on Marengo and 
Colorado and still two others on Ray- 
mond avenue. The struggle soon settled 
itself down to the Raymond avenue 
sites. That thoroughfare was just then 
forging ahead like a new government 
cruiser on atrial for speed. Most of 
the readers of T1MEs are familiar 
with the conflict that led to the loca- 
tion of the present postoffice; how 
political strings were pulled, how pub-.

system was established. 

The general business of the office, 
which went up from 1886 to 1888 like a 
rocket, has been deliberately and stead- 
ily coming down during 1889.. The in- 
come of the office in 1886 was $8000, 
but in 1887 it jumped to $18,000. The 
reports for the last quarter of 1889 are 
not yet complete, but they will show a 
decided falling off.. 

The carrier service was taken up by 
the people with some miszivings, but 
it has grown rapidly into favor. 
In the first month of its 
operation only 35,000 letters were de- 
livered, but in the sixth month the 
figure reached 55,104. The business of 
the latter of these months would have 
been enormously greater but for the 
fact that at least 10 days’ maiji from all 
points in the busiest season of the 
year was delayed beyond the month 


into the new year, a large amount of it; 


coming in on New Year’s day. Under 
normal conditions the business of de- 
livery by carrier would have reached 
last month 75,000 pieces. 


POSTOFFICE FIGURES. 


Whatthe Officials Did During. the 
Month of December. 

The report showing the amount of 
mail matter delivered and collected in 
Pasadena during the month of De- 
cember has been made out by the post- 
oftice officials. 

The report shows thut the total num- 
ber of letters, postals and newspapers 
delivered during the month was 55,104 
and the total number collected, 17,167. 
Of the mail delivered there were 80 
registered letters, 26,402 letters, 3625 
postals and 24,997 newspapers. The 
mail collected was divided as follows: 
One thousand and eighty-six local let- 
ters, 12,728 mail letters, 736 local postal 
cayds, 1087 mail postal cards and 1530 

spapers.

scarcely arrived at this historic city 
when I perform as my first duty the 
pleasant one of mailing my budget of 
news and notes made in Athens and 
written on the steamer on my way 
here. 

We did some sight-seeing at Corinth, 
but-not much. That noble natural 
fortress, the mighty  Acrocorinthus 
which looms up grandly 2000 
feet above the surrounding plain, well 
rewards the tourist who climbs its 
ascent. We saw ruins of the theater, 
s0me temples and the racetrack where 
runners contended for the corruptible 
crowus given to the victors in the 
struggle. It strikes one oddly on ar- 
riving at Athens to be entertained in 
@ modern hotel and with a French 
name, ‘Hotel de la Grande Brétagne,”’ 
which ingeniously appeals to the pa- 
triotism of the universally wan- 
dering Briton. As the modern 
capital of Greece, Athens dates only 
from 1827, after a death of 2000 
years. In recent years its inhab- 
itants have shown considerable go. ; 
Our party arrived in time to share the 
rejoiciug of the people in the splendid 
alliance made by the recent marriage 
of the Duke of Sparta, heir to the 
throne of Greece, to a sister of the 
German Emperor. This is regaraéd as 
giving the affairs of the Jittle kingdom, 


those of the greatest military power of 
Europe, a considerable “boost.” . The 
King of Greece is a brother of the 
Princess of Wales and the heir ap- 
parent.is a brother-in-law of the Ger- 
Ian Emperor. These are truly splen-

A week or ten days’ notice 
being required to secure an introduc- 
tion to royalty, we had given up the 
expectation of seeing the amiable 
Queen, when, the morning after the 
interview with M. Tricoupis, Dr. Tal- 
mage was informed by that gentleman 
that he desired to present him and 
party to the Queen. When’ we ar- 
rived at the palace we found that the 
ex-Empress. Victoria, widow of the 
Emperor Frederick IIL, was just 
about to leave Athens, where she. had 
attended the marriage of her daughter 
Sophie to the Crown Prince of 
Greece. She bowed and _ smiled 
very sweetly as she passed us, although 
her eyes were filled with tears on her 
parting with the Queen. M. Tricoupis 
presented Dr. ‘lalmage, wite and 
daughter, and Mr. and Mrs, Louis 
Klopsch. Queen Olga shook hands 
with all in the right royal democratic 
American fashion, and then engaged 
Dr. Taimage in conversation, Queen 
Olga saying that she sincerely 
regretted the disagreeable wind and 
dustiness of the streets of Athens, the 
preacher gallantly responding that the 
great pleasure he experienced in meet- 
ing Her Majesty much more than com- 


pensated for the inclemency of 
the weather. She smiled pleas- 
antly, and bowed in recog- 
nition of the compliment. The 


Queen said she had heard that Dr. 
‘Talmage was on hi3 way to Palestine, 
and hoped sincerely that he and his 
party would enjoy a safe and pleasant 
journey. We were all charmed with the 
simplicity of the Queen and the cordial 
manner in which she received us. Our 
interview with her was one of the most 
delightful incidents of the trip, and Dr.

In Athens, which is yet, as you know, 
only of small size, Dr. Talmage became 
quite well known to the citizens, many 
of whom learned to recognize him as 
he pegged away at his sight-seeing. 
He showed all the scholar’s enthusiasm 
in his work, jogging his memory by 
timely reading for every day’s observa- 
tions. Speaking of the modern Greeks, 
he said to me: “With their political 
freedom and artistic traditions, with 
the source of inspiration at their very 
doors, may we not expect that they, 
with all the rest of the world, but in a 
higher degree, will develop a capacity 
for art and literature, whieh may yet 
astonish the world? Their language 
does not differ greatly from classical 
Greek; they live in the same pic- 
turesque and sunny land as_ their 
fathers, and the materials out of which 
were raised the buildings which, in 
their ruins, we wonder at, are still 
theirs in the greatest profusion.” 
These words were spoken among the 
ruins of the Parthenon, one of the 
wonders of the world. 

There is much that is attractive in 
modern Athens. It has good buildings 
and well-kept streets, and its stores ap- 
pear to be well stocked. My observa- 
tion is that the majority of its popula- 
tion dress very much as we do. Of 
course houses of oriental architecture 
still exist, and one sees quite a good 
many people dressed in the quaint at- 
tire of the East. Now and then a 
mountaineer of huge stature, angular 
and garbed somewhat like 
the 
stalks proudly by. As. I suppose, in 
all cities newly arisen from the dead, 
so to speak, contrasts are very strik- 
ing, .as the slow old Turk in his stall in 
the costume of centuries ago, and the 
pert young lady fresh from boarding- 
school, with allthe fyrbelows of the 
most advanzed fashion on her pretty 
figure, and the modern policeman and 
the fierce warrior from the distant 
mountain region.

seductively outside certain doors, nor 
a corn-climbing, rib-punching, jostling 
crowd on the streets; but we manage 
to get along without them. Neither do 
we hang up our unsuspecting stockings 
for a grand piano or a ton of coal, Chi- 
cago-fashion. Nor do we depopu- 
late the forest, tampoco, for 
trees upon which gifts are suspended, 
and we sometimes wish the givers 
were. And above all, we have no 
Santa Claus fable. if you were to try 
to tell a Pueblo child about a benevo- 
lent gordo who came down the chim- 
neys with gifts, he would remark, 
“In-dah!”? and would reflect, *‘what 
liars these Americanos are getting to 
be!” All he knows about Xmas is 
that itis a time of great feasting and 
praying and dancing and merry-mak- 
ing in general. And that is all he.

She en- 
tertained Mrs. Talmage in the morn- 
ing, when she suggested that the 
Brooklyn preacher visit her brother, 
who, she added, would be delighted to 
see him. Accordingly, in the after- 
noon, Dr. Talmage and the writer paid 
their. respects to the Prime Minister 
atthe War Department. Although a 
very busy man, holding two portfolios 
and crowded with important matters, 
the Greek Assembly being in session, 
M. Tricoupis received us very courte- 
‘ously. The Greek Premier is a man 
whose appearance impresses one that 
he possesses great mental power. He 
has a striking intellectual counte- 
nance, and is very polished in his man- 
ners. His countrymen honor and re- 
vere him to an extraordinary degree, 
and recent events have increased the 
hold he has upon their confidence. I 
learn that his reputation is of the high- 
est for purity in his official conduct. 
M, Tricoupis would show little mercy 
his dealings with **boodle’’ poli- 
ticians.’

I went down to the wharf one day at 
Ounalaska. For a. wonder there was 
scarcely a cloud in the sky, and the

‘Very cold is the water of those far 
northern seas, even in summer, and I 
wondered how anything could live in 
them.

PEACHES FOR PROFIT, 
Made Them 


How a Fresno Man 
Pay. 
{Correspondence Fresno Republican.] 

A few weeks ago-I gave you some 
figures showing the yield per acre and 
prices obtained for some table grapes 
grown on my vineyard, near this city. 
Those figure swere given mainly for the 
benefit of some of our nort&aern neigh- 


‘bors, who have always made - it their 


business to cry down this section, 
alleging that our wine lacked 
“body,’ and that our fruit had too 
much water init. For the benefit of 
those who contemplate planting out 
orchards, I will now give you my ex- 
perience in fruit-growing in Fresno 
county. Those of us who came here 
and embarked in the business 10 years 
ago had many difficulties to overcome, 
and our experience cost us large sums 
of money and great waste of time, but 
we are willing that all newcomers may 
reap the benefit of our experience, free 
of charge. . 
THE FIRST EXPERIMENT. 

In my first orchard I planted out 
every variety of fruit tree known tothe 
catalogue, believing, as many men told 
me, that we ought to have some kind 
of fruit coming into market all the 
time. When this orchard came into 
bearing I found that we had no market 
at home for any quantity of green 


‘fruit, and a large portion was un‘4t for 


drying. I then tried shipping to San 
Francisco, but found that the South- 
ern Pacific, the meanest, the greediest, 
the most narrow-minded and selfish 
sorpenation upon the face of the 


than 


DIGGING UP. 


I then preney to dig up this or-, 
chard and planted it to Muscat grapes, 
thinking that by perhaps condensing 


the weight and increasing the value of 
my crop I might possibly get something 
that would stand their murderous rates 
and leave a scanty living for my family. 
About six years ago the crop of fruit in 
the Sacramento Valley was almost a 
total failure, and the agent of the Cap-+ 
ital Packing Company came here and 
made a contract with me to buy all the 
fruit in the county at 14 cents for free- 
stones, 2+ cents for cling, and 2? cents 
for nectarines in depot here. 

PEACHES TRIED. 


These prices induced me to try my 
band again, and I planted Newington 
Cling, Heath, Orange and George’s 
late. My orchard consists mainly of 
the Newington and White Heath, as I 
could only get a few Orange, and I am 
glad of it. The Newington in my or- 
chard has proved to be by far the most 
profitable. 

It grows rapidly, comes in bearing 
early and supports more large peaches 
to.the tree than any variety I have ever 
seen. The Heath isa fine peach, bears 
well and is eagerly sought after by 
canners, and will always bring a good 
price, but is not so thrifty and heavy a 
arer as the Newington. 
A BIG YIELD. 
My 45-year-old Newington trees 
this season yielded from 150 to 350 
pounds to the tree, the Heath from 100 
to 200 pounds, and George’s late from 
100 to 150 pounds, and were small. The 
Orange Cling does not bear heavily 
in. my orchard, and ripens at a 
bad time. The following season

The Temple-street Matter. 

- Los ANGELES, Jan. 4.—[To the Ed- 
itor of Toe Times.} The West End 
Board of Trade censures the Mayor for 
vetoing an ordinance to regrade Tem- 
ple street. The board can’t see why he 
should oppose taking money from citi- 
izens of the East End for the benefit of 
the West End _ solons; or, in other 
words, to destroy the property of one 
class for the benefit of another. 

Regrading Temple street and Bunker 


Hill avenue, cutting them down 15 feet 
and raising Temple street 15 feet at 


the owners to pay their pro ratao 
tax. assessed at the present valuation, 
would be an outrage. 

~After the regrading, it is doubtful 
whether some of the property would 
fetch enough to pay the tax. One 
stréet being 15 feet above the lot, an- 
other 15 feet below, would require a 
wall of-suflicient thickness to insure 
safety. Such a wall would be expen- 
sive, especially on a corner lot. 

Robbing tbe people of Temple street 
and Bunker Hiil avenue for the benefit 
of the West End was more than the 
Mayor could stand. 

The people of Temple street ascer- 
tained the established grade before 
building (as people geverally do). If 

r. A. desires to buy alot in a rough 
part of the city he first ascertains what 
the established grade is, or is to be, if 
possible;—He does this, first, to esti- 
mate the probable amount of tax ‘that 
will be required and the value and con- 
dition of the lot. If he buys, he 
builds and improves accordingly. Now 
if his property cost. him $10,000, is 
worth it, and he is pleased with his 
home, he ought to be secure iu his pos- 
session; but if the city tathers estab- 
lish another grade, sink the street 15 
feet in front of his house, and leave 
this property worth $1000 instead of 
$10,000, what safety is therein buying 
or building? 

In my opinion the Mayor never did a 
more just act than when he vetved the 
ordinance for regrading Temple street. 
If the Council passed a law ereating 
an established grade on Temple Street, 
and it was so graded, citizens bought 
and built and improved their property, 
in confidence under that law; now if 


tthey establish another and difierent 


grade, to the injury or ruin of such cit- 
izens, would it be ex post fucto did ille- 
gal? Or simply unjust? Or merely 
taking a man’s property without com- 
pensation? When it becomes neces- 
sary toregrade or widen a street, the 
citizen affected should be consulted, 
given a hearing, his actual damage 
paid; and he ought not to suffer for the 
penetit of others or for the city.
